Par- 
ents still insist on going out of their 
homes and leaving helpless little in- 
fants to fall prey to flames from 
overheated stoves and pipes. Others 
will leave children of two or 
years of age alone, with matches 
within easy reach of their  inquisi- 
tive little hands. Many parents say 
they would never get out to a movie 
or for other relaxation if they had to 


WINTER CARE OF CATTLE 
As a general principle it is sound 
practice to develop the breeding herd | 
avocing the summer months and to a 
re sonaple extent supply them with a) 
1 tenance ration throughout the| 
Wii:ter. It appears that the fall months 
between the fly period and freeze up 
is vhe natural time for cattle to lay on 
exicn flesh as a reserve to carry them 
through the winter. In view of this and | 
the fact that gains made much more 
cheaply grazing.than woen fed in the 
barn, care should pe taken to see that | 
the herd has ample nutritious grazing 
during this period as well as through- | 
out the summer. In many instances 
farmers are, in,a position to turn the 
herd onto™Stubble land immediately 
after threshing where there is often 
sufficient nutritious food to carry the 
herd until freeze up. 

Care of course should be taken to, 
see that they are not left to rustle un- | 
duly late in the fall. For in this way 
the animals may quickly lose the re- 
serve flesh and stamina that has been | 
built up. When this happens, the herd | 
will require particular)y good care and 
expensive feed if losses are to be avoid- 
ed before spring arrives. 

Direct sunshine is an inexpensive 
method of supplying vitamin D to 
live stock, but winter days are short 
in North-Eastern Saskatchewan and 
the rays of the sun are not so effective 
during winter months. Accordingly | 
cattle should be outside during every 
sunny day preferably in a place where 
they will be sheltered from the wind. 

Most, if not all cattle in Western 
Canada, are lousy and as winter’ ad- 
vances these pests multiply rapidly 
agd bevome a source of great irrita- 
tion to the animals. Biting lice chew | 
off the hair with the result that very | 
often by Christmas, bare patches begin 
to appear on the animal. The lice can 
be’ kept fairly well under control by 


sprinkling a good louse: powder. along f 


‘ the back ‘around the neck and from the 
tail head down over the rear of the 
udder once a week. There are various 
effective powders on the market, but 
one containing Derris is best against 
both sucking and biting lice. Other sug- 
gestions are as follows: 1. See that the 
cattle have access to iodized salt datly; 
2. Use.a tank heater to take the chill 
off the water; 8. Feed plenty of bran 
* to pregnant cows "head to calving.

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SOIL PREPARATION 
FOR NEXT YEAR'S 
ROOT SEED CROP 


Experienced seed growers recognize 
the bsolute necessity of planting 
man and swede seed roots as early 
in the spring as possible. No amount of 
fertilization or care after planting will 
mean as much to the seed crop as will 
the cool moist conditions the roots will 
have if they are planted as soon as the 
land is fit in the spring, states R. M. 
MacVicar, Division of Forage Plants, 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 
In order to have the soil in good con- 
dition for early spring planting, fall 
preparation is almost a necessity. 3 

Sod ground, preferably alfalfa or 
clover should be well manured and 
‘ploughed in the fall, The ground should 

{then be thoroughly, worked so that the 
manure will be well incorporated, and 
the sod well broken up. In other words, 
the soil should be almost ready for 
planting by freeze-up time. If there is 
& possibility that application of fer-|

before the final working of the ground

Now there are hundreds of ships and the Canadian 
Naval personnel consists of arcund 100,000 men. Canada is now rated as 
the fourth largest sea power in the world. Britain, the United States and 
Japan have navies larger than ours, but with the inevitable elimination 
of Japan from this list it is apparent that Canada will socn move up to 
third place. This rapid growth in naval prestige is a remarkable one, for it 
has meant a great increase not only in the numbers of men and ships, but 
in naval bases, ship yards and the many other requisites nece8sary to keep 
a pcwerful navy afloat. —_

The record of the Royal Canadian Navy in combat 
Record Is A is a splendid one. Recent information given out by 
® Mr. Macdonald, Minister of the Navy, pointed out 
Splendid One that 109 Canadian ships participated in the invasion 
of Europe, 10,000 of our sailors taking part in the action. Since that time 
the largest single convoy which ever crossed the ocean was moved by the 


Canadian Navy. This convoy consisted of 150 ships, and carried more than: 


a million tons of vital materials to the war fronts. During the past sum- 
mer North Atlantic convoy duty was carried out entirely by Canadian ships, 
and in addition the Canadian Navy is credited with sinking 13 surface ships 
and.15 submarines, and has captured or damaged 17 enemy ships. It has 
also taken part, with ships of other Allied nations, in the destruction of 
many enemy craft. ‘

Britain Hardest Hit 


France Is Emerging From War With 
Comparatively Little Damage 


It is a strange fact that materially 
and economically, as well as in actual 
war casualties to personnel, France 
will probably emerge from this strug- 
gle far more lightly than Britain, 
comments a London correspondent of 
the Ottawa Journal. Yet France has 
been four: years under the German 
jackboot, and Britain has happily 
escaped that ordeal. In actual war 
devastation, whether by bomb or 
shell, there can be no comparison be- 
tween the damage wrought to French 
and British cities. Paris is virtually 
intact. London is festooned with 
ruins. More than 50,000 of the Bri- 
tish civilian population have been 
killed and about the same total seri- 
ously injured, not to count a far 
larger number of minor casualties. 
British casualties in the fighting ser- 
vices have been far heavier than 
those of France. Britain has ex- 
hausted not only her overseas credits 
but her gold reserve. ~France has a 
very substantial gold reserve. In fact 
France will, economically at’ all 
events, be in a far more comfortable 
position when peacetime problems 


‘have to be met, than Great Britain.

Will Take Ten Years 


To Bring Belgium Back To 
Pre-War Standard 


The Germans bled the Belgians 
white, physically and economically. 

Rehabilitation experts,- who kept 
charts of the country’s decline, under 
German occupation, estimated that 
it would take at least 10 years to 
bring Belgium. back to its pre-war | 
standard. 

Many Belgian women have lost 20 
to 40 pounds, and the children have 
been stunted for lack of sufficient 
food and vitamins. The Nazis had 
the country on a starvation basis. 

The daily ration—if.it could be had 
—was seven and one-half ounces of 
bread, five ounces of flour, one-third 
of an ounce of butter, an ounce of 
sugar, two-thirds of an. ounce of 
meat, and 15 ounces of potatoes. 

Authcrities told that the people 
of Brussels had not seen pork or fish 
since the Germans moved in. 

The bread was so bad dogs refused 
to eat it, they said. It was made of 
ground beans and peas, with grass
